Mathematics, 1937, was awarded the Gold 
Medal of the Commonwealth Club) ; seven- 
teen science fiction novels. The excuse for 
the last is that if they made money for pub- 
lishers, some publisher might be interested in 
more serious books. It worked, and some 
have gone into several foreign languages.”

with General Stilwcll, General Wingate, and 
Colonel Philip Cochran in Purina, and 
emerged from the war with the rank of 
colonel, the Legion of Merit, the Bronze Star 
Medal, Air Medal, and Commendation 
Medal. 

Bellah’s numerous short stones and serials 
(which appear usually in the Saturday Even- 
ing Post) are now included in over twenty- 
five anthologies, and his works have been 
translated into fifteen foreign languages. 
One of his stories, “Command,” was re- 
quested by the State Department for trans- 
lation into the Thai language for the “This 
Is America” program. He has written tech- 
nical articles on troop training for infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery journals. His screen- 
play adaptation, She Wore a yellow Ribbon, 
was a successful motion picture. He also did 
the dialogue for the official Navy docu- 
mentary film, This Is Korea. 

Bellah received an M.A. in history from 
Georgetown University in 1945. He is presi- 
dent of James Warner Bellah, Inc., and vice 
president of the Lancaster and Chester Rail- 
road.

Henry Bellamann died of a heart attack, at 
his home in New York City, at sixty-three. 

Although he had been ill for several 
months, he worked up to the time of his 
death on a sequel to his enormously popular 
novel Kings Row. His plan was to write a 
trilogy encompassing the development of a 
small mid- Western town into a modern city. 
Parris Mitchell of Kings Row was completed 
by his wife, Katherine Jones Bellamann. 
Time referred to it as “a mass psycho- 
analysis . . in language that seems lifted- 
from a handbook of psychiatric cliches.” 

A New York Times critic observed that 
Bellamann seemed to have evolved a literary 
formula composed of “equal parts of Gothic 
melodrama and ideas.”

BELLAH, JAMES WARNER (Septem- 
ber 14, 1899- ), American novelist, writes: 

"Tames Warner Rellah was born in New 
York City, the son of 
the late James War- 
ner Bellah and Har- 
riet Louise (Johnson) 
Bellah. He was edu- 
cated at Wesleyan 
(Middletown, Conn.) 
and Columbia Uni- 
versities, B.A. Colum- 
bia 1923. He was a 
. . member and vice- 

nnrtiot president of the un- 

dergraduate Philolexian Society, founded by- 
Alexander Hamilton. He served during the 
First World War as a Second Lieutenant 
(pilot) 117th Squadron, Royal Air Force, 
and after the Armistice in General Hallers 
Expedition for the Relief of Poland, with 
the rank of Captain. He was in the adver- 
tising business in New York City from 19-3 
to 1925, and instructor in English at Co- 
lumbia in the same years. He returned to 
the university to give Dorothy Scarborough s 
course in short story writing, after her death, 
in 1936-37. He was special correspondent 
in China during the last of the Chang Tso- 
Ling campaigns, 1927-28, in Europe in 19-8 
for Aero Digest, and special correspondent 
for the Saturday Evening Post on all the 
initial Pan American Airways flights through 
the West Indies and Central America in 
1929. The same year he was a member of 
the crew of the first plane carrying mail 
from Miami to Panama and return. He has 
been a contributor to many general and air 
magazines in America, to practically every 
English magazine, and, in translation, to 
Swedish, French, German, Dutch, . and Turk- 
ish periodicals. His stories are included in 
thirty American-European anthologies. By 
request of Millington-Drake, late first secre- 
tary of the British Legation at Copenhagen, 
The Gods of Yesterday has been specially- 
bound and placed in the Eton Memorial Li- 
brary. It is in the library of the Imperial 
War Museum in London, under letters and 
by request of the Duke of Windsor when 
Prince of Wales, then chairman of the Mu- 
seum, and also in the Musee dc la Guerre 
in Paris, by request of the French Ministry 
of War. . 

“Mr. Bellah has traveled extensively and 
incessantly for twenty-two years in upward 
of fifty countries, has lived for periods of 
time in England and France, and has lec- 
tured and written extensively on his travels.

His sports are deep sea fishing, ocean racing, 
and, until recently, fencing; he is vice-presi- 
dent of the Amateur Fencers’ Club of Amer- 
ica He belongs to the Society of Colonial 
Wars Sons of the Revolution (l;raunces 
Tavern), and Loyal Legion. He lives now 
in New York City.

Mr Bellah was married in 1937 to Ruth 
Yeaton Power-O’M alley. He has one son 
bv a previous marriage. His light hair is 
worn brushed back in a pompadour and he 
wears a clipped moustache. Most of his work 
has been uncollected from magazines, since 
he publishes only a small proportion of his 
serials in book form. Donald Gordon said 
of him that he writes “a crack modern love 
story intelligently handled. ... He is a sprint 
starter and plot and characters are developed 
with fast strokes. ... It is prime entertain- 
ment.”

*BELLAMANN, HENRY (April 28. 
1882- ), American novelist, musician, and 

poet, was born in Fulton, Mo., the son of 
George Heinrich and 
Caroline (Kriihen- 
biihle) Rellamann. He / 

was, presumably, 
christened “Heinrich 
Hauer” but appears 
to have replaced this 
with ’‘Henry” about 
the time he began to 
publish verse. From [ 

secondary schools he *“ 

went to the local 
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Westminster College; then to the University 
of Denver; and during the years 1898-1900 
he pursued special studies in New fork, 
London, and Paris. In France he was a 
student of Charles M. Widor, famous French 
organist, composer, and teacher, and lsidor 
Philipp of the Conservatoire National. 

In September 1907 he was married to 
Katherine Jones of Cathagc Miss who m 
1931 published a novel called My Husband s 
Friends. For the next seventeen years he 
was Dean of the School of Fine Arts at 
Chicora College for Women, Columbia, S.C. 

He served two years as chairman of the 
examining board of Juilliard Musical 1-oun-
